Church Schisms Assailed 
By Bishop at Convention 


Dr. James E. Freeman Says Attacks From Within on 
Doctrines Are Rendering Faith Powerless. 
Declares Situation Is Serious. 


Warning that those within’ the 
church who are attacking its doctrines, 
and following their independent ways, 
are rendering the church impotent and 
powerless, the Rt. Rev. James E. Free- 
man, Episcopal Bishop of Washington, 
in the opening address of the diocesan 
convention at the Church of the 
Epiphany last night declared that the 
situation is “serious if not threaten- 
ing.” 

The Bishop made several suggestions 
for changes in the business practice of 
the church; but pleaded for steadfast- 
ness to the old doctrinal system. He 
foresaw in the coming general conven- 
tion of the church here a means of 
lroning out differences and of setting 
the church further forward on. the 
path to growth and development. 

“The clamorous voices of contentious 
parties, of radical and conservative, of 
modernist and fundamentalist,” he 
said, “but serve to obscure the vital 
and supreme things of the faith, for

Houston Seizes $75, 000

Foamy Beer, Wines of France, Dry Gin and Famous 
Whiskies, Meant to Add Cheer to Convention, 
Captured on Two Boats in Channel.

Houston, Tex., May 22.—At least one | 
spot that might have been wet dur- 
ing the Democratic convention here 
in June was blotted up by Houston 
dry raiders today. 

Two boat loans of fine liquors 
valued at $75,000 were seized by the 
district attorney's investigators at Sea- 
brook, on the bay, and four men were 
charged with possession of transporta~- 
tion of liquor. The advance guard of 
the liquor fleet was heavily loaded; 
booze was piled so high on the ships 
that the deckhouses were hidden from 
view and the gunwales were awash in 
a stiff southeast breeze. 

The deck cargo was good, foamy 
beer, enough to slake the thirst of any 
delegation, and down below decks was 
a regular toper’s heaven in burlap 
sacks. The agents found the follow- 
ing:

Contrary to their expectations, the 

mate and House conferees failed to 
agree yesterday on the Federa) pay 
ise bill.

reater part of the afternoon session 
yesterday listening to Government fiscal 
experts testify as to the difference in 
cogs between the bill passed by the 
— and the one passed by the Sen- 
ate. 

The experts failed to agree by sev- 
eral millions of dollars, their estimates 
as to the increased cost of the Senate 
bill over the House bil) ranging from 
$2,000,000 to $7,000,000. 


Some Conferees Bewildered. 


Some of the conferees frankly ad- 
mitted that the figures bewildered 
then. 

Josepn E. Woodside, expert from the 
office of: the Comptroller General, told 
the conferees that the Senate bili would 
r.ot cost more than $2,000,000 above the 
cost of the House bill. 

FP. J. Bailey, of the Bureau of the 
Budget, and W. H. McReynolds, of the 
Personnel Classification Board, used a 
different method in calculating the 
cost, but they agreed that after the first 
year tne Senate bill would add about 
$25,000,000 to the Government payroll 
This would be $7,000.00 more than the 
estimated cost of the House bill. 

The principal cause of the disparity 
in the estimates is that the experts 
follow different theories and use a dif- 
ferent basis of calculation. Which the- 
ory and which basis is best is up to 
the conferees to decide. 


Senator Smoot’s Figures. 


Senator Smoot (Republican), of 
Utah, who introduced the pay raise 
bill in the Senate, and who condemned 
it after additional increases had been 
tacked on by Senator Brookhart (Re- 
publican), of Iowa, is convinced that 
the bill would add $25,000,000 to the 
Government payroll. 

Senator Brookhart is just as thor- 
oughly convinced that it would cost no 
more than $20,000,000. If all possible 
promotions were made, he says, it 
would cost much more than that. But 
he does not expect that all the promo- 
tions that are possible will be made. 

If employes, even under the present 
law, were given the benefit of all the 
step-ups that are possible, Brookhart 
contends, it would add about $8,000.- 
000 to the payroll. 


Attitude of Coolidge. 


In all their conferences the con- 
ferees bear in mind the warning of 
President Coolidge that he would prob- 
ably exercise his veto if the Senate 
bill were sent to him for his signature 

The President has said that ne is 
willing to sign the $18,000,000 bill that 
passed the House. He understands 
that the Senate bill vculd cost $25,000,- 
000, and he feels that this sum is un- 
reasonably high at this time.

Atlanta Aviator Dies in 
Richmond Crash. 


V. L. TREAT, ON HIS WAY

Both Blinded by Darkness 
While Trying to Reach 
Capital With Cargoes. 


A valiant attempt to plerce a thick 
veil of fog, and deliver his cargo of 


United States mail to this city, early 
yesterday sent Edward J. Morrissey, pilot 
of the Atlanta-Washington-New York 
air mail route, to his death on his 
thirty-third birthday. His plane 
crashed at Richmond, Va., a few mo- 
ments after taking off there for the 
Capital.

The committee is to consist of the 
presidents of the Washington Chamber 
of Commerce, Board of Trade, Mer- 
chants & Manufacturers Association, 
District of Columbir Bankers Associa- 
tion, Washington City Club and Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies, and Charles J. 
Bell, Frederic A. Delno and such others 
'as the committee may care to add.

Flood Control Urged. 


O'Connor told the House that if the 
flood control problem on the Colorado 
was not met by the Federal Govern- 
ment, the people would be forced to 
contribute to aid the Imperial Valley 
in flood times. The only reason the 
power development is not wanted 
there, he declared, is because the power 
interests do not want it. 

Senator Hayden delivered a long 
prepared address which listed Ari- 
zona’s objections to the measure and 
went into detail on amendments which 
he proposed. Arizona opposes the bill, 
he said, for the following reasons: 

“First—The attempt to coerce 
sovereign State. 

“Second—The contemplated diversion 
of the waters of the Colorado River in 
the lower basin. 

“Third—The failure to adequately 
compensate the States of Arizona and 
Nevada for the proposed use of their 
natural resources by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, primarily for the State of 
California. 

Representative Leatherwood (Repub- 
lican), Utah, declared in the House that 
because of his opposition to the Boul- 
der Dam legislation he had been made 
the target of what he termed “vicious 
cowardly attacks by the Hearst Press.’

RAILROAD SALE URGED 


TO SATISFY ITS DEBTS: 


Master in Chancery Recom- 
mends Minneapolis & St.Louis | 
Disposal After 5 Years. 


Minneapolis, May 22 (A.P.).—Sale of | 


the Minneapolis & St. Louls Rallroad 
to satisfy claims of its creditors was 


recommended to the United States Dis- 
trict Court today by a master in chan- 
cery, after receivership hearings ex- 
tending over five years. 

The recommendation of Howard §S. 
Abbott, master in chancery, said he 
had heard claims exceeding $55,000,000 
and that the road's assets are Iinsuf- 
ficient “to meet its matured -Hablilities 
or its liabilities as they mature.” 

William H. Bremner, president and 
receiver of the road, while pointing out 
that final action rests with the court, 
said he “supposed eventually the road 
will be sold and reorganized, possibly 
along the same lines used in the Mil- 
waukee.” The road has been in re- 
ceivership since July, 1923, and Ab- 
bott reported during much of the 
time it had not paid interest on the 
outstanding mortgages and that “it 
is apparent the continued operawon 
by the receiver will not produce reve- 
nues sufficient to pay the unpaid in- 
terest and principal due and to become 
due.”

demanded. 

According to reports from foreign 
sources, Tsinan city is practically de- 
serted, with business at a standstill, all 
shops and banks closed and the citi- 
zens evacuating owing to the scarcity 
of food and constant clashes between 
the Japanese military and Chinese 
civilians. 

It is reported that the Japanese are 
planning to release several thousand 
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Chinese soldiers which were captured 
and disarmed during the Sino-Japanese 
clashes of May 3, 4, 8 and 9.

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SMITH AND SIMIMONS 
FACING FINISH FIGHT 
IN NORTH CAROLINA 


Senator’s Control of State’s 
Democratic Organization 
Threatened in Clash. 


PRECINCT CAUCUSES 
TO DECIDE SATURDAY 


'Sentiment for New Yorker 


Shows Gain Following Fund 
Inquiry Hearings. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Developments of the last 48 hours 
now assure a fight to a finish between 
the followers of Gov. Smith and those 
of Senator Furnifold M. Simmons for 
control of the 24 votes from the State 
of North Carolina. The candidacy of 
Cordell Hull, backed by Simmons and 
his powerful organization, is the wea- 
pon being used in the attempt to check 
the wave of Smith sentiment in this 
State. The crisis will come as early as 
Saturday next when the precinct cau- 
cuses meet. 

The precincts will choose the mem- 
bers of the county conventions and 
these latter will in turn provide the 
make-up of the State convention 
Efforts at compromise having falled, it 
now seems certain that it willl be a 
head-on clash with Smith's candidacy 
In this part of the solid South or Sim- 
mons’ machine crumbling under the 
impact. 

Until yesterday none of 
foliowers here believed the New York 
governor could have more than an 
even chance to cope with the opposi- 
tion in this State. It was felt that 
there might be sufficient Smith 
Strength to prevent any action by the 
State convention actually hostile to 
Smith and that the Simmons organiza- 
tion, which is supporting Hull, would 
probably retain control of the situa- 
tion but might be willing to so shape 
its course as not to offend the Demo- 
crats who are openly in favor of the 
New York governor. 


Smith -Sentiment 


But now, on the heels of reports con- 
cerning the visit of the subcommittee 
on campaign expenditures, the outlook 
appears decidedly changed and there is 
no longer talk of Smith having only a 
fighting chance in this Southern State 
The wave of Smith sentiment had ap- 
parentiy gained much headway before 
the meeting of the subcommittec 
served as a vehicle for advertising it 
Besides, the developments before this 
subcommittee are heralded now. by 
Smith men as insuring a rapid growth 
of the adherents to the Smith camp. 

In the first place, many of the life- 
long Democrats of North Carolina ap- 
pear to resent the charges leveled 
against Smith's following in the State 
on the ground that Democrats gen- 
erally were placed in a position where 
a committee of the Senate had to pass 
judgment on their honesty. Suspicion 
directed at Republican activities in na- 
tional elections in the past but the 
Democratic party, as such, has not been 
placed on the same footing. This ex- 
plains why so many of the leading citl- 
zens of North Carolina, when they ap- 
peared before the subcommittee, 
pressed for an answer as to who was 
responsible for the alleged charges 
which the subcommittee was investl- 
gating.

Tammany Plan Denied. 


Particular interest was shown by 
these Democrats in the statement that 
Tammany had sent to the Smith fol- 
lowers in North Carolina a plan where- 
by every county and every precinct was 
to be thoroughly organized for Smith 
Such organization admittedly costs 
money, so that the subcommittee 
naturally had an interest in probing 
the matter. The Washington corre- 
spondent of the Raleigh News and Ob- 
server had telegraphed such a story 
from Washington to his paper, but 
there was nothing to show where he 
had obtained the information... Ob- 
viously, the report was calculated to 
help the Simmons cause, for if Tam- 
many had formulated such a plan it 
would be resented by the Democratic 
voters who do not need any outside 
organization to tell them how to man- 
age a campaign in the State. 

The Smith supporters flatly denled 
that Tammany had suggested any such 
plan, but interest was intensified when 
J. S. Griffin, a former Simmons leader. 
of Raleigh, took the stand. He was 
active in Simmons’ campaign against 
Kitchen in 1921, and at that time there 
was a plan to organize the State which 
Griffin says is the exact plan now put 
forward as a Tammany proposition. The 
1921 plan, of which the plan under 
present scrutiny is described by Grif- 
fin as an exact model, came from Sen- 
ator Simmons’ office. 


Source of Program Sought. 


This at once brought up the sugges- 
tion that some one close to Senator 
Simmons drew up a plan, permitted it 
to be described as a Tammany plan 
and hoped thereby to “plant” some- 
thing which would prove detrimental to 
Smith’s candidcay. 

In view of these developments, many 
of the Democratic leaders want to find 
out where the plan originated, even :f 
it takes a Sherlock Holmes to do so 
Most of the Smith witnesses on Monday 
were lawyers, so that the data which 
they hope to procure wlil have to be 
definite and specific to satisfy them. 

Walter A. Hampston, private secre- 
tary to Senator Simmons, who has been 
very closely linked with William Gibbs 
McAdoo's campaign in the past, told 
the subcommittee that he had “called 
the attention” of the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Raleigh News and Ob- 
.server to the plan. But this does not 
fully explain where the plan originated. 
according to the Smith followers. Any- 
way, the North Carolina investigation 
is regarded by the Smith men as hav- 
ing proved a decided boomerang to 
those who attempted to injure Smith's 
candidacy by’ circulating the charges 
which the subcommittee was duty 
bound to investigate. 


Fight Rests With Simmons. 


Meanwhile, Democratic senators here 
say that the action of the State con- 
vention last week is a blow to Sim- 
mons’ leadership because the senator’s 
appeal for a special extra-legal State 
primary was put to a vote and smother- 
ed by more than 2 to 1. Senator Sim- 
mons had told several senators that he 
felt certain his appeal would be. in- 
dorsed in his own State. After the re- 
sult Simmons said that local issues 
were responsible for the upset. 

It is understood here that the 
Smith following in North Carolina are 
particularly anxious not to embarrass 
Senator Simmons nor bring about the 
distintegration of his machine. They 
still hope that events may so shape 
themselves as to leave Simmons’ pres- 
tige in the State at its present level 
But they say frankly that the wave of 
Smith sentiment has reached such pro- 
portions that obstacles can not hope 
to check it. On the other hand, the

LOWDEN'S NOMINATION 
PREDICTED BY MANAGER 


Buck Sees Victory for Former 
Illinois Governor at 
Kansas City. 


CORN BELT IS CLAIMED 


Confidence that Frank O. Lowden 
would be.nominated at Sansas City was 
expressed here last night by Clarence 
F Buck, his campaign manager, who 
said he was convinced Republican party 
leaders and delegates would turn to the 
former Illinois Governor as a presiden- 
tial nominee who could win in Novem- 
ber. 

Discussing the political situation 
with newspaper men after he had ap- 
péared yesterday before the Senate 
campaign funds committee, Buck pre- 
dicted that Lowden would have more 
votes on the first ballot than he had at 
the outset in the Chicago convention of 
1920. With practically all the Republl- 
can delegates already selected, Buck 
said little was being done to line up 
delegates, although he and his associ- 
ates believed there was a growing res- 
ponse to appeals for a nominee who 
can win, and that this was working to 
the benefit of Lowden. 

“Lowden admittedly can carry any 

State, East or West, that any other Re- 
publican can carry,” said Buck, who 
emphasized that his favorite had 
demonstrated his strength in the Corn 
Belt, and predicted that if made the 
nominee Lowden would amass a total 
of 328 electoral votes in November. 
Mr. Lowden will be in Kansas City 
during the convention. He expects to 
get there June 9 and will have quar- 
ters in one of the downtown hotels 
There he will greet delegates and hold 
conferences with his ‘nanagers. Buck, 
who will be a delegate at large from 
Iiinois, will direct Lowden operations 
om the floor of the convention. 


BROADWAY LIMITED 
WRECK BLAME FIXED 


Engineer of Following Train 
That Hit Express Held Re- 
sponsible in Crash. 


(Associated Press.) 

The wreck of the Broadway Limited, 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad, at Dug- 
run, Ohio, March 30, was attributed 
yesterday by Interstate Commerce 
Commission safety inspectors chiefly 
to oversight of an engineer. The limit- 
ed was struck from the rear by train 
No. 58 and 78 persons were injured, 

“This accident was caused chiefly 
by the failure of Engineman Strasser, 
of train’ No. 58, to maintain a proper 
lookout,”” the report of the commission 
said, “though a contributing cause was 
the failure of Flagman Balliet, of the 
Broadway Limited, to use equipment 
provided for the purpose of giving 
proper protection to his train.” 

The limited stopped at Dugrun when 
blocked by a work train, the report 
explained, and its flagman went back 
a quarter of a mile to stop any fol- 
lowing train. He failed, however, to 
carry along his torpedo and fusee 
lights, and the engineer on train No. 58 
failed to see the red flag, though the 
flagman threw it into the cab window 
as the engine passed him. In conse- 
quence, train No. 58 crashed into the 
rear of the Broadway. The engineer 
blamed in the accident was seriously 
injured.

nation for President. The convention 
adopted the unit rule to govern the 
delegation at Houston, so that the 
governor will be in absolute control of 
the 32 delegates, each of whom has 


half a vote. The committee was au- 
thorized to make arrangements for 
headquarters for the governor's cam- 
paign at Houston. 

When the 147 delegates to the State 
convention, held in the Maryland 
Theater, had completed their work and 
shouted themselves hoarse for Ritchie, 
the Houston delegation picked a na- 
tional committeeman and a national 
committeewoman for the next four 
years. Howard Bruce, of Elk Ridge, 
was reelected committeeman, and Mrs 
Elizabeth R. Menefee, Cumberland, was 
given the other post. 

A predicted fight over the naming of 
a national committeewoman failed to 
materialize. First the leaders took one 
of the candidates, Mrs. B Ashby Lea- 
vell, of Chevy Chase, out of the run- 
ning by making her a member of the 
Houston delegation. When that group 
met today, William Curran city dele- 
gate asked that the city members be 
given an opportunity to confer on 
whom they would support, adding “we 
have been pulled and pushed back and 
forth and don’t know where we stand.” 

After a brief consultation, the city 
men decided upon Mrs. Menefee, but 
Magistrate John T. Tormollan an- 
nounced that “as the city ladies have

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
VACANCIES FILLED 


Ramseyer and Davenport on 
Ways and Means; Allen 
for Appropriations. 


(Associated Press.) 

Representatives Ramseyer, of Iowa, 
and Davenport, of New York, were 
selected yesterday by the House Re- 
publican committee on committees to 
fill vacancies in that party's member- 
ship on the House ways and means com- 
mittee which has original jurisdiction 
over revenue and tariff legislation. 

The vacancies were caused by the 


resignation of Chairman Green to ac- 
cept a Federal judgeship, and the recent 
death in an airplane crash of Repre- 
sentative Sweet, of New York. 

The Republican committee also se- 
lected Representative Allen, of Illinois, 
to fill the vacancy on the House ap- 
propriations committee caused by tne 
death of Martin B. Madden. 

The Republican committee took no 
action regarding the sélection of a 
chairman to fill the post left vacant by 
Mr. Madden, who for years headed the 
appropriations committee. Two mem- 
bers, Representative Anthony, of Kan- 
sas, and Wood of Indiana, are under 
consideration.

Denies Southern Expenditures. 


Asked by Senator Steiwer (Repub- 
lican), Oregon, chairman of the com- 
mittee, whether any attempt had been 
made to obtain delegate support in 
Southern States, where, the chairman 
deciared, “the Democratic party is 
largely in the hands of negro people,” 
Buck said there had been no money 
expended to that end, and that no 
workers had been sent into those 
States, although he had made one gen- 
eral tour through that section some 
months ago. 

Buck said he had made no effort to 
get delegates in Mississippi and said he 
had had no negotiations, direct or indi- 
rect, with Perry Howard, the negro na- 
tional committeeman from that State. 
He said he had written to Howard some 
time ago and received a friendly reply. 

Questioned further he said he made 
no effort to get Georgia’s delegates, but 
had written to Ben W. Davis, the na- 
tional committeeman there, asking for 
his support. 

“Are you counting on delegate sup- 
port from those States?” he was asked. 

“I’m praying for them,” he replied. 


Ends. 


Buck said no activity was now be- 
ing conducted to line up delegates be- 
cause it was felt that the preconven- 
tion campaign was about over. 

Explaining the expenditure for rep- 
resentatives sent into Oklahoma, Buck 
said that he knew of no one he could 
count on there, and therefore en- 
trusted the mission to Fred Davis, of 
Sioux City, Iowa, anc’ Burt Ashton, of 
Peoria, who traveled about the State 
in Lowden’s behalf. 

Besides Clarke, who made his first 
donation to the Lowden campaign fund 
as early as March, 1927, and Custer 
and Lowden, the 21 others who Buck 
said had been contributors included A. 
S. Peabody, J. E. Otis and F. W. Robin- 
son, all of Chicago, who gave $2,000 
each; Warren Wright, of Chicago, who 
gave $1,500, and Brodie Davis, of Chi- 
cago, former law partner of Lowden, 
who contributed $1,000. 

Lowden’s manager said the expendl- 
tures in Illinois had been only 8100, 
adding that Lowden had succeeded in 
rolling up a plurality of 1,200,000 in 
ths preferential primary and had re- 
ceived instructed delegates to the State 
convention from 86 of the counties of 
the State. 

Thompson explained to the commit- 
tee he probably had spent $10,000 of 
his own money in furthering the cam- 
paign in Ohio for the late Senator Wil- 
lis, Of this sum $6,800 was listed on 
his contribution statement.

Supporters of Gov, Alfred E. Smith 
of New York charged that they were 
being “double-crosgsed"” by a faction of 
the “harmony Democrats” after Tom 
Ball, of Houston, had offered a mo- 
tion that the chairman appoint a com- 
mittee to prepare a slate of delegates 
to the national convention, 

The motion, after much argument, 
was taken from the convention and 
referred to a committee pending per- 
manent organization tonight, and the 
committee decided to recommend pas- 
sage of a substitute motion by John 
Boyle, of San Antonio, which would 
leave the selection of the delegates in 
the hands of the delegations. 

Earlier in the day the support of 
the Smith faction had aided Moody 
and the “harmony faction” organize 
the convention. C. I. Francis, of 
Wichita Falls; charged t' at the “har- 
mony wing” had been able to crush 
the “ultra-dry” wing of the party led 
by Thomas B. Love, of I allas, thro:gh 
the aid of S”.ith votes. Having at- 
tained this end, Francis charged, the 
“harmony faction” was now trying 9%

New York, May 22 (A.P.).—Describ- 
ing the Republican preconvention cam- 


paign as “the most disheartening with- 
in my memory,” President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, of Columbia University, 
in a statement today expressed the

Instead, we have had an 
exhibition through the press and the 
mails of an application to politics of 
the most obnoxious development of 
modern business, to wit, salesmanship.” 

He expressed approval of Gov. Low- 
den’s statement that preservation of a 
balance between a _ prosperous agri- 
culture and a prosperous industry is 
essential, and.said that the Republican 
candidate “must not lose the support 
of the agricultural West by lack of 
knowledge or sympathy with the world-

His opposition to plac- 
ing the Government in business makes it 
impossible for him to approve the Muscle 
Shoals bill. | 


This measure as drawn sets up a Gov- | 


ernment corporation to sell power and 
fertilizer, both in competition with 
private business. The Government cor- 
poration is to be given a plant costing 
$150,000,000, together with $10,000,000 
as working capital. It is to be exempt 
from national, State and local taxes; it 
will not be required to pay interest on the 
amount invested, or to provide a sinking 
fund to meet depreciation and replace- 
ment. It will not have to make a profit. 
Thus it is given advantages over private 
competitors that will ruin them. 


worth of public property and devoting it 
to the interest of selected classes of citi- 
zens at the expense of all taxpayers, the 
bill allofs $2,000,000 of the $10,000,000 
cash appropriation to begin construction 
of still another power plant at Cove

PRYING INTO PRIVATE AFFAIRS. 


Republican leaders in the Senate with the 
aid of Vice President Dawes succeeded in 
“keeping the tax reduction bill within the 
bounds set by the financial authorities of the 
Government. The measure as it goes to con- 
ference is only $4,000,000 above the mark set 
by Secretary Mellon. The problem now is to 


iron out the differences between the House 
and Senate in conference. A way must be 
found to reach a com@romise between the 
views of the two houses, which vary more 
than $84,000,000 in their tax reduction pro- 
posals, 

In addition to this disparity there is one 
other important question to be settled. The 
Senate, at the instance of Senator Norris, 
amended the bill to provide once more for 
publicity on income tax returns. Senator 
Smoot did not, as was anticipated, move to re- 
consider this vote, which was taken when a 
bare majority of senators were present. He 
hopes to eliminate the amendment in confer- 
ence, 

The conferees should make short work oft 
this amendment. The Nation has had one 
dose of snooping into tax returns and wants 
no more of it. The practice of throwing open 
income tax payments served no legitimate pur- 
pose. The benefits went to persons who made 
Shady use of the information so obtained. 
Business heads and individuals were subjected 
to criticism which was not deserved since it 
never to determine from the 
total tax paid the circumstances under which 
the figure had been reached.

Not content with taking $150,000,000 | 


toward investigating the shooting of a citizen 
of Niagara Falls by men of the Coast Guard, 
some of the members of the House are de- 
termined that the affair shall be made the 
subject of a searching investigation. Several 
resolutions to this end have been introduced 
and referred to the committee on rules, whiich 
appears disposed to await the result of the 
trial of the accused before taking cognizance 
of the affair. In the meantime Representative 
Mead, of Buffalo, has presented several 
of the casualties that have resulted 
reckless acts of dry agents. 

The Volstead act became effective January 
16, 1920, and in that year one person, 
woman, was killed by prohibition officers. In 
1921 six persons killed, followed by 
eighteen in 1922. Twenty-two persons were 
either killed outright or fatally injured by 
these guardians of the law in 1923, and only 
fifteen in 1924. The number rose to 24 in 
1925, only to fall to 13 in the following year. 
In 1927 24 malefactors fell before the gun- 
fire of the agents. Up to May 15, 1928, which 
is the latest date for which figures are avail- 
able, there have been only four killings by 
enforcement officers during the present vear. 

During the same period the Coast Guard 
has not been idle. The records divulge that 
seventeen men who failed to “heave to,” or 
in other ways resisted arrest, fell before the 
artillery of that branch of ‘the law-enforce- 
ment division of the Treasury Department. 

From the date of the national prohibition 
act 49 prohibition officers and 2 of the nar- 
cotic squad have fallen victims to the guns 
of the lawbreakers, besides 25 officers of the 
customs service killed or wounded .in the per- 
formance of their duties in the suppression 
of smuggling. 

It is rather remarkable that although the 
official killers were Known in almost every 
instance, there has not been a single convic- 
tion on a charge of first degree murder brought 
against any official. This fact impels the rep- 
resentatives from New York to insist that the 
latest wanton shooting shall be made the sub- 
ject of a searching inquiry by elther the House 
or the Senate. 
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RAIL MERGERS HELD UP. 


It becomes increasingly obvious that with- 
out some further mandate from Congress the 
Interstate Commerce Commission will be seri- 
ously handieapped if not entirely stopped 
from carrying out any comprehensive plan for 
the consolidation of the railroads. In two re- 
cent decisions the commission has both ad- 
vanced and retarded the plan of unification 
upon which the railroads have” been working. 
The commission’s interpretation of the exist- 
ing law leads to such contradictions. Clarifi- 
cation of the statutes as proposed in the 
Parker bill would do much to assist the com- 
missioners in their task, 

One of the most recent orders of the com- 
mission puts its approval upon the merger of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio and the Pere Mar- 
quette, but denies to the Van Sweringens the 
right to ‘bring the Erie into this system. Pro- 
vided the promoters of the new grouping are 
able to carry out the plan to which the com- 
mission has given approval, the Chesapeake 
& Ohio will be at the head of a new system, 
reaching from Washington and Virginia coast 
points toward Chicago and into Michigan. At 
the same time the failure to permit inclusion 
of the Erie presents seeming difficulties to the 
four-system plan of consolidation on which 
the railroad executives of the East have been 
at work for the past year or two. 

These difficulties are increased by another 
ruling of the commission which orders the 
Baltimore & Ohio, New York Central and 
Nickel Plate to show cause why they should 
not be adjudged to have violated the antitrust 
laws in their acquisition of the stock of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie. In this case the 
commission frowns upon the control by the big 
Eastern systems of a road that is vital to any™:

The element of competition was not involv- 
ed in the decision respecting the Chesapeake 
& Ohio and Pere Marquette merger. The 
commission found that there was no objection 
from the transportation standpoint against 
such a union. It was of the opinion that the 
traffic of the two roads was supplementary. 
This same condition does not hold true 
threughout the Eastern railroad field. The 
plans of consolidation that have been put for- 
ward so far do not pretend to retain all of thé 
competitive features that now exist, but it has 
been contended that economy of operation and 
the strict regulation to which the railroads 
are now subjected will be sufficient guarantee 
to the public. 

It seems to be almost certain on the basis 
of known facts that consolidation is not as 
near at hapd as was believed to be the case 
when the railroads a few weeks ago reached 
agreement among themselves. The majority 
of the commission evidently still feel that more 
explicit authority is needed from Congress to 
carry out the suggestions made in the trans- 
portation act. The benefits possible under re- 
grouping are so manifest that Congress should 
give serious attention to the problem. Its 
committees have devoted several years to the 
perfection of the pending legislation, Serious 
effort should be made to bring about its en- 
actment into law.

The indiscriminate use of guns by 


officers of the law is often dangerous to the 
public. Such danger usually arises without 


the slightest warning, and the innocent by- 
stander suffers his proverbial fate. 

The recent instance in Washington in which 
two boys were wounded by shots fired from a 
policeman’s gun is by no means isolated. 
Similar happenings are recorded daily in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. Overzealous offi- 
cers should be made to realize that they can 
not escape the responsibility for such acts. 
The rule is almost general that law enforce- 
ment agents are armed to protect their own 
lives and to apprehend those who have com- 
mitted a felony. The precept is more honored 
in the breach than the observance. Persons 
suspected of minor crimes are made the delib- 
erate target of the agents of the law. Where 
marksmanship is bad inoffensive citizens are 
the victims. 

The usual explanation is that the policeman 
“thought” the fleeing man was going to pull a 
gun or that he made a motion toward his hip 
pocket. It develops in many cases that the 
prisoner or suspect was not even armed. _Ir- 
responsible shooting in the name of law and 
order can not .be condoned.

Thursday fair: not much change in tempera- 
ture; gentle shifting winds, becoming mod- 
erate to fresh northerly. 

Pressure has continued to fall over the 
Southwestern States, and a well-defined dis- 
turbance is now centered over Georgia and 
moving slowly eastward, Thomasville, 29.58 
inches. The northern disturbance is central 
over southwestern Quebec, Montreal, 29.66 
inches. The northwestern disturbance is 
moving eastward over the Canadian North- 
west, Battleford, 29.56 inches. and a trough 
extends southward to the Gulf of California. 
These disturbances have been attended by 
showers within the last 24 hours in the 
south -Rbante and east Gulf States, the 
southe Appalachian region, Tennessee, 
Arhanes. and southern Missouri, and at 
scattered points in the Rocky Mountains and 
Plateau regions, the north Pacific States, and 
northern New England. Pressure remains 
high from Greenland south-southwéstward 
to the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Julianehaab. 
70.38 inches. and over the southern plains 
States and off the north Pacific coast. and it 
is relatively hich and rising from Hudson 
Bay southward to Lake Superior. The tem- 
perature has fallen in portions of the south 
Atlantic and east Gulf States. and from 
western Alberta southward to Idaho, and it 
has risen in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
and almost generally between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Mississippi River. Ab- 
normally high temperature prevails through- 
out the Northwest. several stations report- 
ing maximum of 90 degrees or higher, and 
at Medicine Hat, Alberta, the maximum to- 
day -was ecreecs. Havre, ont., reports 
96 degrers. which is the highest ever regis- 
tered at that place during May. 


The southern disturbance will continue to 
move eastward, and it will be attended by 
showers Wednesday in the south Atlantic 
States and probably in the southern portion 
of the middle Atlantic States. and the 
Quebec disturbance will likely cause showers 
in portions of New England. Otherwise gen- 
erally fair weather will prevail Wednesday 
and Thursday east of the Mississippi River. 
The temperature will not change materially.

A great deal can be accomplished, 
especially in the care and shaping of 
the eyebrows, by persistent training. 
Contsant plucking makes this train- 
ing next to impossible. It is inevitable 
that the hair removed with tweezers or 
deplilatory will return sturdier, thicker 
and more stubborn than before. As to 
a depilatory, only the most expert can 
control its effect, at best. The result 
of amateurish attempts is apt to be 
unbecoming, if not ugly, sometimes 
grotesque. 

Let the brows grow, “Teddy.” ‘Train 
them. When you have powdered your 
face, brush all the powder out of the 
brows. With a small brush, brush the 
hairs first the right way, then the 
wrong way. Next, with a fine comb 
of the same small brush, push the 
hairs down at the top and shape them 
so that their tendency is to lie where 
they will form a smooth, natural arch 

You will find that the hairs of the 
brows will ‘soon be inclined to fall 
where they look best. Encourage them. 
With careful and frequent attention, 
you will be able, I am quite sure, to 


forget tweezers or depilatory entirely.

THE ANSWERS. 

1. One Heart. Five-card King-Jack 
suits should be bid initially whenever 
the hand holds two quick side tricks, 
and in this case such tricks aré sup- 
plied by two Minor Aces. To hit a No 
Trump with this hand vould be un- 
sound even if the King of Hearts were 
the Ace, in a hand that contains an 
unstopped sult and a biddable five-card 
Major. the Major is the sounder bid. 

2, One No Trump. The partner has 
shown strength in the unstopped Major 
suit and, having the two Minor Aces, 
No Trump promises better results than 
two Hearts would. 

3. Two Hearts. While this hand con- 
tains unusual assistance for Partner’s 
No Trump, two Hearts would be an “in- 
surance” bid. South’s No Trump may 
have been based upon a holding of 
King-Queen in both Minors and Ace- 
Queen of Hearts, with the Spades un- 
stopped. If so, game probably could 
not be made at No Trump but would 
be easy in Hearts.

Justice Jennings Bailey, of Criminal 
Court No. 1, will be asked this morn- 
ing to postpone the execution of Nich- 
olas Lee Eagles, Samuel Moreno and 
John Proctor, who are scheduled to 
die in the electric chair on May 25.
